(iv) Chief Secretary of the State Govt, or his/her nominee not below the rank of 
Secretary, preferably dealing with matters relating to Higher Education (Ex- 
officio Member); 

(v) Pro-Vice-Chancellor (Ex-officio Member); 

(vi) Two members from amongst Dean of Schools of Studies, to be appointed 
by the Vice-Chancellor; 

(vii) One Professor who is not a Dean, to be appointed by the Vice-Chancellor; 

(viii) One Associate Professor, to be appointed by the Vice-Chancellor; 

(ix) One Assistant Professor, to be appointed by the Vice-Chancellor; 

(x) Two members of the Court, none of whom shall be an employee or a 
student of the University or an institution recognized by or associated with 
the University, to be nominated by the Visitor; 

(xi) Four persons of distinction in academic and public life, to be nominated by 
the Visitor; 

(2) All the members of the Executive Council, other than the vice- 
Chancellor and Pro-Vice-Chancellor, shall hold office for a term of 
three years.
